The Air Pollution Control Officer has modified the Title V permit for Wm. Bolthouse
Farms, Inc. for equipment located near the intersection of Muller Road and S. Fairfax
Road near Bakersfield, CA (Section 10, Township 30S, Range 28E). Wm. Bolthouse
Farms, Inc. proposed to temporarily replace Permit Unit S-6331-8, a 510 bhp Cummins
model QSX15 Tier 3 certified diesel-fired IC engine (serial # 79287674) powering an
agricultural irrigation pump, with Permit Unit $-6331-10, a transportable 510 bhp
Cummins model QSX15 Tier 3 certified diesel-fired IC engine (serial # 79323325) (ENG
00377). The replacement engine (S-6331-10) is also permitted as Unit S-416-29-0 at
another Wm. Bolthouse Farms facility and serves as a Temporary Replacement
Emissions Unit (TREU) for agricultural IC engines at various Bolthouse Farms
agricultural operations.

Enclosed is the modified Title V permit. The application and proposal were sent to US
EPA Region IX on July 28, 2014. No comments were received following the District’s
preliminary decision on this project.

Please note that the TREU engine (Permit Unit S-6331-10) operated temporally at the
facility, but has now been removed from service; therefore, the permit for the unit will be
cancelied.

This unit shall not be located at this stationary source for more than 180 days in any 12 month period. The time spent
at a maintenance or storage facility is not considered time located at the stationary source. [District Rule 2201]

Permittee shall notify the District Compliance Division of each location at which the unit is located in excess of 24
hours. Such notification shall be made no later than 48 hours after starting operation at the location. [District Rule

No air contaminant shall be released into the atmosphere which causes a public nuisance. [District Rule 4102]

This IC engine shall only be used for the growing of crops or raising of fowl or animals. [District Rule 2201, 4701, and

This engine shall be equipped with an operational nonresettable elapsed time meter. [District Rule 4702] Federally

During periods of operation, the permittee shall monitor the operational characteristics of the engine as recommended
by the manufacturer or emission control system supplier (for example: check engine fluid levels, battery, cables and
connections; change engine oil and filters; replace engine coolant; and/or other operational characteristics as
recommended by the manufacturer or supplier).

The engine operating log shall
include, on a monthly basis, the following information: total hours of operation, type of fuel used, maintenance or
modifications performed, monitoring data, and any other information necessary to demonstrate compliance. [District
Rule 4702] Federally Enforceable Through Title V Permit

The permittee shall record the total time the engine operates, in hours per calendar year. [District Rule 2201] Federally
Enforceable Through Title V Permit

The operator shall maintain records of the specific equipment that this unit replaces, and of the dates and location of its
operation. Operator shall maintain a record of each individual period of time and of the total time that this unit is
located at this stationary source. [District Rule 2201] Federally Enforceable Through Title V Permit

All records shall be maintained and retained on-site for a minimum of five (5) years, and shall be made available for
District inspection upon request. [District Rule 4702] Federally Enforceable Through Title V Permit
